Mifs  Davies. 

I  Am  very  fenfible  of  the  little  Efteem  that 
a  contentious  Way  of  Writing  hath  in  the 
World  5  but  for  a  Man  to  be  blamed  un- 
juftly,  and  reproached  in  his  Practice,  on 
which  the  Happinefs  of  himfelf  and  Family 
depends,  will  excufe  and  juftify  the  keeneft 
Refentment:  To  fuffer  fuch  Things  without 
taking  Notice  of  them,  will  only  expofe  a  Man 
to  the  Lafh  of  every  injurious  Perfon,  and  en¬ 
courage  ill-defigning  Men  to  trample  upon  us. 
Befides,  I  am  called  upon  by  feveral  of  the  beft 
Rank  and  Quality  in  the  City  of  Chejler ,  to  do 
mvfelf  juftice  in  an  Affair,  where  they  are 
Well  fatisfied  I  have  been  very  much  abufed. 

On  <Thurfday  the  5th  of  March ,  1752,  I 
was  fent  for  to  Mifs  Davies ,  who  I  found  had 
a  fordid  Ulcer,  with  hard,  callous  Lips,  the 
Compafs  of  a  Shilling,  upon  the  fpongy  Part 
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of  the  lower  Lip:  Viewing  the  Ulcer  very 
well,  I  was  fatisfied,  and  concluded  with  my- 
felf  that  it  was  Venereal ;  the  whole  Lip  was 
extremely  fwelled  to  a  very  great  Degree,  and 
file  complained  of  a  Sorenefs  under  her  Tongue ; 
fee  had  been  attended  by  her  Apothecary,  a 
very  worthy  and  knowing  Perfon  in  his  Pro- 
feffion,  for  fome  Time  before  I  was  called  in, 
who  had  put  her  into  a  very  gentle  Courfe  of 
Mercurial  Phyfic.  Upon  my  Return  from  the 
firil  Vifit  I  made  this  Lady,  I  found  her  Apo¬ 
thecary  wras  of  the  fame  Opinion  with  me  in 
Relation  to  the  •  Ulcer,  and  he  then  told  me, 
(for  I  fhall  make  ufe  of  his  own  Expreflion) 
I  fuppofe  you  know  that  Charles  Ma?nvaring 
courts  Mifs  Davies ,  and  he  has  very  im¬ 
prudently  expofed  himfelf  in  the  Coffee-Houfe, 
and  in  other  Places,  before  Numbers  of  young 
Gentlemen*,  and  has  fhewed  them  how  he  was 
poxed  ;  among  other  Particulars  the  Apothecary 
(as  it  was  his  Duty  fo  to  do)  told  me  that 
Mr.  Manwaring  had  two  Venereal  Ulcers 
upon  his  Tongue  5  and  he  being  that  Gen¬ 
tleman’s  Apothecary,  I  afked  him  how  he 
was  at  that  Time?  He  faid  he  could  venture 
to  fay  he  was  then  got  very  well  of  his 
Diforder.  . 

During  the  firfc  Ten  Days  that  I  was  con¬ 
cerned  for  Mifs  Davies ,  Ihe  took  by  my  Order 
at  different  Times,  four  Bolus’s  of  Calomel, 
four  Grains  in  the  three  firft,  and  fix  Grains 
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in  the  laft,  made  up  with  the  Conferve  of 
Rofes,  and  I  purged  them  off  with  Manna : 
To  the  Ulcer  I  applied  a  Mixture  of  Mel 
Rofarum ,  Mel  Egyptiacum ,  and  Tin  cl  u re  of 
Myrrh  Morning  and  Evening,  upon  Pledgits  of 
Lint,  but  firft  fomented  the  Part  affected  with 
Decoffi.  hordei ,  Radicwn  Althece ,  &  Seminum 
Lini ;  and  I  fumigated  the  Lip  three  Times 
with  Cinnabar. 

Saturday  the  14th  of  March  the  Ulcer  was 
no  better,  on  the  contrary  it  fpread  much,  the 
fwelling  of  the  Lip  was  not  in  the  lea  ft  abated ; 
I  then  propofed  a  Salivation,  which  was  con- 
fented  to,  and  in  the  Evening  her  Legs  were 
anointed  with  two  Drams  of  the  t Tnguentum 
Cceruleum  Mitius ,  and  the  next  Day  1  made 
Ufe  of  one  Dram  more ;  her  Spitting  came  on 
very  well,  fhe  had  a  Stool  every  Day,  and 
I  never  faw  any  one  better  upon  all  Accounts, 
in  a  Salivation  in  my  Life ;  the  Ulcer  healed 
furprizingly  fait,  and  fhe  often  faid,  it  gave 
her  great  Encouragement  to  go  on  with  the 
Salivation,  for  (lie  often  expreffed  herfelf  fhe 
faw  it  mending  almoft  every  Hour  5  fhe  drank 
plentifully  of  (mail  White- Wine  Whey,  Gru q\ 
Yeal,  Mutton  and  Chicken  Broth,  and  boil’d 
Milk  and  Water,  fine  fweat,  and  made  a  good 
deal  of  Urine,  and  with  great  Eafe ;  as  a  Pre¬ 
parative  for  the  Salivation,  I  had  taken  par¬ 
ticular  Care  to  make  the  Room  warm,  and  (lie 
was  capped  up  in  Flannel  Mufflers,  Bed-gown 
and  Drawers. 
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Friday  Morning,  the  20th  of  March ,  Mrs, 
Davies  told  me  fhe  had  an  Inclination  to  have 
a  Phyfician$  that  indeed  her  Daughter  was 
againfl  it,  but  however  it  would  be  a  Satif- 
faction  to  her.  I  told  her  that  her  Daughter 
was  then  in  an  exceeding  good  Way  $  that  fhe 
herfelf  was  furprized  to  fee  the  Ulcer  gone  in 
fo  few  Days  into  fo  ftnall  a  Compafs  $  and  if 
any  Alteration  was  made,  I  would  not  be  an- 
fwerable  for  the  Confequence.  Nay,  I  even 
went  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  in  all  Probability  it 
might  prove  fatal.  She  declared,  that  let  what 
would  happen,  fhe  mud  always  vindicate  me. 
I  told  her  I  was  fatisfied. 

After  Dinner  I  met  Dr.  Hays  ;  I  told  him,  in 
the  Pre fence  of  Mrs.  Davies ,  every  Thing  I 
had  done,  from  fird  to  lad ;  he  laid  to  her,  It 
was  all  verv  well,  there  was  no  Fault  to  be 
found  with  my  Proceedings ;  that  there  was 
nothing  to  lay  to  my  Charge  :  And  among 
other  Difcourfe,  he,  with  a  very  lerene  Coun¬ 
tenance,  faid,  that  a  Salivation  was  the  only 
bed  Method  to  cure  Mifs  Davies ;  that  to  be 
fure  Salivations  were  the  fined  Things  in  the 
World ;  and  faid,  indeed  we  would  oftener 
take  that  Method  in  a  great  many  Cafes,  but 
that  it  is  fo  difficult  to  bring  People  to  confetti* 
Upon  hearing  this,  Mrs.  Davies  was  pleafed  to 
run  fome  very  fine  Encomiums  upon  me ;  for 
w  hich,  at  that  Time,  I  made  her  all  due  Returns. 
Dr.  Hays  addrefied  himfelf  to  Mifs  Davies ,  and 
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faid,  Madam,  you  are  in  fo  good  a  Way,  that 
that  there  will  be  nothing  for  me  to  do  but  to 
come  and  look  at  you.'  I  do  not  find  any 
Thing  wanting,  unlefs  it  be  fome  Cordial  Ju¬ 
lep,  to  take  a  little  of,  now  and  then,  to  keep 
up  your  Spirits :  To  which  fhe  replied,  Mr. 
Ogden  has  ordered  me  fome  burned  White- 
Wine,  with  a  little  Mace  and  Loaf-Sugar, 
which  agrees  with  me  very  well ;  but,  Dodtor, 
vhat  keeps  up  my  Spirits,  is,  that  my  Lip 
begins  to  mend  fo  fall  when  I  began  to  fpit ; 
the  Ulcer  was  at  lead:  the  Compafs  of  a  Shil¬ 
ling,  and  do  you  not  now  fee  how  fmall  it  is  ? 
Bring  me  the  Patch-Box  to  look  at  it !  for  I  de^ 
dare  it  mends  fo  fafl  it  furprizes  me. 

In  the  Evening,  about  Eight  o’Clock,  I  aN 
tended  my  Patient,  and  there  met  with  Dr. 
Hays ;  I  obferved  to  him,  that  Mifs  Davies  had 
not  fpit  near  the  Quantity,  in  the  laft  twenty- 
four  Hours,  as  fhe  had  done  before ;  and  that 
it  was  my  Opinion,  the  Spitting  (without  fome- 
thing  more  was  done)  would  flop  very  foon. 
He  faid,  he  thought  it  would  come  on  again, 
and  that  there  would  be  no  Neceffity  to  do  any 
Thing  that  Night. 

The  next  Morning  I  being  obliged  to  go  out 
of  Town,  waited  upon  Mifs  Davies ,  foon  after 
Six  o’Clock ;  and  in  my  Return  called  upon 
Dr.  Hays  in  his  Chamber,  and  told  him,  I  had 
been  to  fee  our  Patient,  but  that  fhe  had  not 
fpit  any  thing  near  the  one  Half  of  what  fhe  had 
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the  Night  before:  That  the  Swelling  of  her 
Face  and  Chaps  was  fo  much  abated,  I  was 
obliged  to  ftraiten  the  Flannels  that  were  about 
them,  that  £he  might  not  take  cold  ;  faid,  I 
thought  it  would  be  very  advifeable  to  ufe  fome 
more  Ointment,  if  not,  I  was  very  certain  the 
Spitting  would  intirely  flop ;  for  that  when  a 
Salivation  was  gone  in  the  Manner  this  was,  I 
never  knew  an  Xnftance  of  the  rifing  of  it  again, 
without  a  Repetition  of  fomething  to  make  it : 
His  Reply  was,  He  would  wait,  he  was  fure  it 
would  come  on  again. 

The  Evening  of  the  fame  Day,  about  Seven 
©’Clock,  X  faw  the  young  Lady  again,  fhe  then 
fpit  very  little  5  X  recommended  it  Xlrongly  to 
Mrs.  Davies  to  acquaint  Dr.  Hays ,  when  he 
came  that  Evening,  with  my  Opinion,  that 
fome  more  of  the  Ointment  might  be  applied 
to  raife  the  Salivation  again  ;  and  that  inftead  of 
lowering  it  in  the  Manner  that  it  was,  it  fhould 
have  been  kept  to  a  confiant  Height,  for  at 
lead:  eight  or  ten  Days  longer:  That  I  never 
approved  (and  I  was  certain  no  one  would, 
that  knew  what  Practice  was)  to  fupprefs  fud- 
denly  a  Salivation,  before  the  End  was  obtained 
it  was  fil'd  defigned  for,  and  that  fometimes  ill 
Confequences  enfued  from  it  j  and  that  in  par¬ 
ticular,  the  Ulcer,  as  well  as  it  then  feemed  to 
be,  would  certainly  grow  bad  again  ;  and  it 
would  be  thought  a  great  Blunder  to  begin  ano¬ 
ther  Salivation ;  notwithftanding  this,  nothing 
was  done  that  Night.

The  next  Morning,  being  Sunday ,  the  2  2d 
of  March ,  the  Lady's  Spitting  was  totally  and 
intirely  flopped,  fhe  had  not  fpit  one  Drop  the 
whole  Night;  the  Swelling  of  her  Cheeks, 
Chaps,  and  the  Sorenefs  of  her  Mouth  were 
quite  vanifhed,  as  if  fhe  had  never  been  in  a 
Salivation  at  all :  One  Side  of  the  Ulcer  was 
fcabbed,  and  I  found  it  began  to  lofe  that  fine 
Vermillion  Colour  it  had  when  the  Spitting 
was  upon  her.  At  this  Time  I  was  fent  for  into 
Mrs.  Daviess  Bedchamber,  where  I  found  her 
in  Converfation  with  Dr.  Rays,  and  under  a 
very  great  Commotion  of  Spirits,  that  the  Sali¬ 
vation  was  fuffered  to  flop  in  the  Manner .  it 
did  :  She  ex  prefled  herfelf  with  great  Warmth 
about  it,  altho’  with  the  greateft  Decency. 
After  fome  Talk,  it  was  agreed  upon,  and  in¬ 
tirely  with  the  Approbation  of  Dr.  Hays ,  that 
fhe  fhould  be  anointed  upon  her  Legs,  with 
one  Dram  of  the  fame  Mercurial  Ointment  as 
before,  but  without  any  Effed,  for  fhe  never 
fpit  again.  During  the  Salivation,  it  was  im- 
poflible  to  keep  any  Thing  upon  the  Ulcer, 
neither  was  it  neceflary ;  but  now  as  there  was 
no  Salivation  at  all,  I  thought  it  would  be 
highly  right  to  apply  fomething  to  it,  if  it  was 
only  to  keep  it  from  the  Air,  and  from  crufling 
and  fcabbing :  But  upon  my  offering  to  mak# 
an  Application,  the  Dodor  required  of  me 
what  I  was  going  to  do ;  I  gave  him  my  Rea- 
ions ;  but  he  with  a  Sneer,  and  very  ftrongly 
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exprefling  himfelf,  faid  he  would  have  nothing 
applied ;  there  was  no  Neceflity  for  it  j  for, 
faid  he,  let  it  feab,  it  will  heal  under  the  Scab ; 
and  it  will  heal,  and  fcab  on,  till  it  is  quite 
well. 

I  now  looked  upon  him  as  the  Great  Bajkaeu\ 
and  upon  myfelf  as  his  moft  humble  Slave. 
I  made  no  Reply,  but  was  all  Obedience.  I 
was  determined  to  have  no  Contention,  no 
Strife,  in  the  Place  I  was  then  in.  After  this 
Time  there  never  was  any  Thing  more  applied 
to  the  Ulcer  ;  for  indeed,  after  fuch  a  defpotic 
and  magifterial  Command,  I  thought  it  would 
'  be  in  vain  to  attempt  it ;  and  that  I  had  then 
nothing  more  to  do,  but  to  fummon  up  all  the 
Patience  I  was  Mafter  of  ->  for  from  that  Mo¬ 
ment  I  gave  all  for  loft. 

In  the  Evening,  about  Six  o'Clock,  I  again 
waited  upon  Mils  Davies ;  fhe  had  a  great  Flow 
of  Spirits,  as  fome  People  called  it,  but  I  ap¬ 
prehended  fhe  talked  a  great  deal  too  quick 
and  too  faft,  and  that  her  Brain  was  a  little  af- 
feded.  Upon  Monday  Morning,  the  23d  of 
March,  between  Five  and  Six  o’Clock,  a  Ser¬ 
vant  called  upon  me  to  come  to  Mifs  Davies : 
I  found  Dr.  Hays  in  the  Chamber  5  I  afked 
him  if  all  was  not  well  ?  He  replied,  that  Mifs 
Davies  had  a  very  reftlefs  Night ;  that  fhe  wa9 
delirious,  and  had  frequent  Motions  to  make 
Water,  but  could  not,  which  he  called  a  Stran¬ 
gury,  defired  me  to  feel  her  Pulfe,  and  afked 
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my  Opinion  what  I  thought  of  her  ?  I  told 
him  her  prefent  Complaints  had  been  coming 
upon  her  from  the  Day  before ;  that  I  had  ob¬ 
served  file  had  never  been  right  fince  the  Spit¬ 
ting  left  her,  and  that  I  really  believed  fhe 
would  be  dead :  Upon  which,  the  Doctor  de- 
iired  me  to  name  my  own  Hours,  and  to  meet 
him  there  as  often  as  I  could.  The  Ulcer  upon 
the  Lip  was  much  fcabbed,  and  all  about  it 
was  of  a  livid  Colour.  The  Dodtor  had  given 
her,  before  I  came,  2" iiiBura  Cajlorei  and  Spi¬ 
rit  us  hlindereri  in  White-Wine  Whey,  or 
fome  common  Julep,  which  was  repeated  often. 
He  afked  me  if  I  thought  a  Bliftering  Plaifter 
to  the  Back  would  not  be  proper  ?  I  faid,  I 
fuppofed  three  or  four  applied  to  different  Parts 
would  not  be  amifs ;  but  at  that  Time  only  one 
was  applied.  About  Eight  o’Clock  the  Apo¬ 
thecary  called  upon  me  at  my  Houfe,  from  Dr. 
Hays,  to  know  if  I  thought  the  common  E- 
mulfion  would  not  be  of  Service  to  Mifs  Da¬ 
vies  ;  I  lent  Word,  it  might  be  given  her  with 
Safety.  At  Eleven  o’Clock  I  met  Dr.  Hays 
again.  The  young  Lady  was  ftill  delirious ; 
file  was  no  better  in  any  Refpedf.  He  then 
propofed  to  have  a  Bliftering  Plaiftef  upon  each 
Arm,  I  confented,  and  it  was  done.  In  the 
Afternoon,  about  Four  o’Clock,  I  was  going 
to  Mrs.  Davies' s,  and  met  the  Dodtor  in  the 
Street  ;  he  told  me,  he  juft  then  came  from 
thence,  and  that  Mifs  Davies  was  dead  a  few 
Minutes  before,  in  a  Convulfion. 
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I  Hope  you  will  not,  Sir,  take  it  much  amifs 
if  I  expoftulate  with  you  a  little  j  for  I 
ihould  be  extremely  glad  to  know  why,  after 
the  Death  of  Mifs  Davies ,  you  have  whifpered 
it  about  in  Nooks  and  Corners,  that  the  Dif- 
order  upon  her  Lip  was  a  Canker,  a  common 
Ulcer,  a  meer  Trifle ;  and  that  there  was  not 
any  Occafion  for  a  Salivation :  Now  this  you 
never  faid  to  me,  nor  gave  the  leaft  Hint  of 
it,  but  quite  the  contrary,  for  which  I  refer 
you  to  the  foregoing  Cafe.  And,  as  it  happens, 
Mrs.  Davies  told  it  to  feveral  Ladies,  how 
much  flie  rejoiced  you  had  given  her  fo  great 
Comfort  5  that  her  Daughter  was  in  the  beft 
Way  that  poflibly  could  be ;  and  how  great  a 
Pleafure  it  was  to  her  to  think  that  you  con¬ 
curred  intirely  with  the  Method  I  had  taken. 
This  is  known  by  the  whole  City,  who  I  am 
certain,  in  general,  are  well  fatisfied  about  it ; 
and  are  fenfible,  and  fee  it  vifibly,  how  much 
you  have  prevaricated.  Good,  dear  Doctor* 
in  what  a  Light  mufl:  you  now  appear  ! 
Look .  this  Moment  in  your  Glafs,  and  behold 
your  Face  all  Diftortion  and  Amazement !  A 
Gentleman,  with  whom  I  have  the  Honour  to 
be  acquainted,  put  this  Queftion  to  you.  Was 
the  Ulcer,  upon  Mifs  Davies's  Lip,  Venereal  ? 
Your  Anfvver  was,  You  could  not  fay  the  Ulcer 
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was  Venereal,  nor  you  could  not  fay  the  Ulcer 
was  not  Venereal ;  fo  it  muft  be  as  plain  as  you 
have  a  Nofe  upon  your  Face,  that  you  knew 
nothing  at  all  of  it.  But,  Dr.  I  afiure  you  it 
was  not  only  Venereal,  but  highly  fo;  and  to 
fliew  you  it  is  not  in  Venereal  Cafes  alone  Sali¬ 
vation  is  necefiary,  but  in  others  alfo,  be  pleafed 
to  read  the  following  Letters.

I  Shall  take  it  as  a  very  high  Obligation,  if 
you  will  pleafe  to  give  me  your  Opinion  in 
the  following  Cafe  :  I  defire  it  for  my  own  Sa¬ 
tisfaction,  and  fhall  take  Care  to  return  the  Fa¬ 
vour  in  a  proper  Manner. 

A  young  unmarried  Woman  of  about  twen¬ 
ty-five  Years  old,  has  had  for  fome  Time  an 
Ulcer,  of  an  unkindly  AfpeCt,  in  the  Lower 
Lip  $  another  was  concerned  before  I  was  called 
in ;  and  I  think  his  Management  was  not  im¬ 
proper.  I  have  given  her  feveral  Dofes  of  Ca¬ 
lomel ,  with  fome  Manna  afterwards ;  and  have 
applied  to  the  Ulcer,  Morning  and  Evening, 
fome  of  the  following  Mixture  :  Honey  of 
Rofes  one  Ounce,  TinCture  of  Myrrh,  Mel 
Egyptiacum>  of  each  one  Dram ;  but  fomented 
firft  with  a  Decodtion  of  French  Barley,  Marfh- 
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Mallow  Roots,  and  Linfecd ;  I  have  fumigated 
the  Part  three  Times  with  Cinnabar ;  the  Ulcer 
is  the  Compals  of  a  Shilling,  the  fpongy  Part 
of  the  Lip  is  principally  affected.  After  my 
Attendance  ten  Days,  I  find,  I  cannot  flop  the 
farther  Erofion,  for  the  Ulcer  begins  to  fpread 
much ;  for  the  general  fhe  has  always  had  a 
good  Share  of  Health :  It  is  not  known  by  her 
Friends  that  I  write  this ;  pray  be  fo  good  as  to 
tell  me,  whether  you  think  a  Salivation  will 
not  be  proper,  but  if  you  are  of  another 
Opinion,  pleafe  to  diredt  me  how  I  fhall  pro¬ 
ceed.  With  all  due  Civilities,

I  hope,  Dodtor,  you  will  pay  fome  De¬ 
ference  to  this  Gentleman’s  Opinion,  of  whom 
Mr.  Pope  gives  the  following  Character  in  one 
of  his  Letters  to  Dean  Swift ,  viz.  *  that  Chefelden 
is  the  moft  noted,  and  moft  defer ving  Man  in 
the  whole  Profeffion  of  Chirurgery.’  But  I 
find,  Sir,  that  you  and  your  Emiffaries  have 
taken  an  Advantage  of  this  worthy  Gentleman’s 
Death,  and  charge  me  diredtly  with  Forgery, 
in  faying,  c  A  fine  Thing  indeed  to  talk  of  a 
Letter  from  Chefelden  after  he  is  dead  !  ’  I  take 
this  Opportunity  to  inform  you,  I  was  in  Pof~ 
feflion  of  his  Letter  more  than  a  Fortnight 
before  his  Death,  and  had  fhewed  it,  with  a 
Copy  of  mine,  to  feveral  of  the  greatefi:  Rank 
and  Fortune  in  this  Place ;  his  Letter  to  me  is 
Franked  by  the  Lord  Luxborougb .  Now, 
upon  your  own  Account,  let  me  give  you  this 
Piece  of  prudent  Advice,  not  to  call  this  Part 
of  the  Affair  in  Queftion  any  more;  Dodtor,  - 
I  can  compare  you  to  nothing  better  than  to  a 
Man  who  is  in  danger  of  Drowning,  and  who 
having  all  the  grim  and  ghaftly  Terrors  of 
Death  before  his  Eyes,  endeavours  to  fave- 

him- 
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himfelf  by  catching  at  a  Twig.  I  think  it 
would  be  much  better  if  you,  for  the  future, 
would  not  concern  yourfelf  with  Surgery,  but 
leave  it  intirely  to  thofe  Perfons  to  whofe 
Province  it  belongs,  for  the  World  fhall  judge 
from  the  following  Cafes  how  little  you  know 
of  the  Matter. 

Mr  Ledjham ,  the  Apothecary,  called 'Upon  me 
one  Morning  to  vifit  a  Patient  ;  I  went  with 
Km,  and  found  you  in  the  Chamber,  with  a 
Fomentation  upon  the  Fire;  you  faid  the 
Perfon  in  Bed  had  got  a  Rupture,  or  falling 
down  of  the  Guts  in  his  Groin,  that  you  had 
attended  him  two  or  three  Days,  and  had  made 
feveral  Attempts  to  reduce  the  Guts ;  that  you 
had  made  ufe  of  a  Fomentation  to  keep  off  an 
Inflammation,  and  to  mollify  the  Parts  for  the 
more  eafy  Reduction  of  the  prolapfed  Bowels ;  I 
declare  I  was  in  Admiration  (tho’  I  faid  nothing) 
to  hear  you  talk  after  this  Manner,  for  it  was 
the  firft  Time  I  knew  any  Thing  of  your  pro- 
fefling  Surgery.  I  defired  to  view  the  Part 
affe&ed,  and  immediately  upon  putting  my 
Hand  upon  it,  I  told  you,  that  you  was  ex¬ 
tremely  much  miftaken  in  the  Cafe,  that  it 
was  no  Rupture,  but  a  downright  Venereal 
Bubo ;  you  was  immediately  difeharged ;  I 
continued  to  attend,  opened  the  Tumor,  from 
which  there  came  near  half  a  Pint  of  Matter  ; 
this  Perfon  was  cured  in  a  little  Time  afterward.  * 
JSow  I  would  be  glad  to  know,  after  this. 
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who  would  take  your  Opinion  in  any  Cafe  in 
Surgery ;  or  whether  you  may  be  allowed  to 
be  a  proper  judge  of  what  is,  and  what  is  not, 
Venereal  ? 

A  certain  Lady  of  Quality,  and  great  Good- 
nefs,  fent  for  me  to  look  upon  her  Bread ;  as 
you  was  concerned  for  her  at  that  Time,  I  was 
dire&ed  to  deliver  my  Opinion  to  you ;  which 
was,  that  die  had  a  large  cancerous  Gland  in 
the  Bread,  and  I  propofed  taking  the  Bread 
off,  and  that  the  fooner  it  was  done  the  better  ; 
indead  of  agreeing  with  me  in  Opinion,  you 
put  to  me  this  Quedion,  How  I  could  difcover  it 
to  be  what  I  had  mentioned,  upon  the  fil’d  Sight? 
I  anfwered  you,  the  Method  I  took  in  thofe 
Cafes  was  not  to  be  communicated,  for  indeed 
Judgment  cannot  be  communicated  to  another 
Perfon.  Now  by  your  Soothings  and  Blan- 
difhments  this  Lady  was  kept  quite  in  the  dark 
as  to  the  Danger  fhe  was  in,  and  was  made  to 
believe,  that  I  was  midaken  and  knew  nothing 
of  the  Matter :  But  what  was  the  Refult  of  all 
this  r  Why  the  Lady  (after  fhe  had  followed 
your  Prefcriptions  a  long  Time,  and  to  no 
Manner  of  Purpofe)  was  forced  to  fly  to  Lon¬ 
don  for  Relief,  and  the  Morning  after  die  came 
there,  the  Bread  was  cut  off. 

Now,  Dodtor,  I  would  advife  you  to  get  the 
^following  Words  by  Heart,  and  always  re¬ 
member  them  ;  they  will  be  of  Angular  and 
real  Service  both  to  you  and  your  Patients,  and 
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I  allure  you  they  were  fpoke  before  a  numerous 
and  venerable  Audience,  by  the  juftly  admired, 
and  very  learned  Dr.  King :  Ad  hcec  ta?n 
fimplici  &  aperto  erat  peclcrcq  ut ,  abborrens  ab 
aliorum  confuetudwe ,  nihil  Jimularet  aut  dijjimu - 
laret,  nihil  a  grot  antibus  fycophantiose  jaceret , 

aut  diceret  ad  captandum  favor em, - fed  ex 

ammo  omnia ,  planijjirne  veriffimeque .  Ex  quo 
iilud  afjequebatur ,  ut  fides  fua  &  integritas  ejjet 
fpeclattjfima  ;  r/tyz'e  //,  quibus  remedia  adhibebat , 
m  fami Hares  &  domeflicas  placide  &  ordinate 
difponerent .  This  is  Part  of  the  Chara&er 
very  properly  beftowed  upon  that  great  and 
excellent  Man  Dr.  Radclijfe. 

I  could  relate  many  other  extraordinary 
Cafes  where  you  have  been  concerned,  but  will 
defer  it  until  you  give  me  another  Opportunity ; 
and  to  tell  you  the  Truth,  Sir,  you  have  ex¬ 
torted  this  from  me,  by  declaring,  I  durft  not 
publifh  this  Cafe  :  You  fee  I  have  dared,  and  I 
dare  meet  you  in  any  Shape;  and  whenever 
you  think  proper  to  return  me  an  Anfwer,  all 
I  have  to  fay  is,  God  fend  you  a  good  Deliverance . 
I  have  lived  a  confiderable  Time  in  this  City, 
and  have  always  received  great  Civilities  from 
the  Gentlemen  of  your  Profcflion,  for  which  I 
return  them  my  hearty  Thanks;  and  fhall  con¬ 
clude  at  prefent  with  only  making  this  Remark, 
that  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  there  are  fome 
People  who  believe  a  Scarlet  Cloak,  a  great 
Wig,  and  a  Gold-headed  Cane  (for  you  know, 

Dodtor, 
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Dodtor,  two  Heads  are  better  than  one)  are 
quite  fufficient  to  make  a  Phyfician. 

1 To  Charles  Man  waring,  of  Chefter,  Efq\ 

I  Am  under  a  very  great  Concern,  Sir,  that 
I  have  offended  you  5  I  find  you  imagine 
I  have  fpread  a  Report,  that  you  was  poxed  ; 
fo  far  from  it,  you  fpread  this  Report  yourfelf. 
I  declare  I  never  faid  you  was  poxed,  I  wifh 
he  that  told  you  fo  may  be  doubly  poxed  ; 
I  appeal  to  all  the  young  Gentlemen  here  if 
you  was  not  poxed  5  Sir,  you  contrived  all 
the  Methods  you  pofiibly  could  to  let  the 
World  know  you  was  poxed ;  you  fhewed 
yourfelf  in  publick  Companies  that  you  was 
poxed  3  and  did  not  you  tell  a  Gentleman  who 
is  very  well  acquainted  with  you,  you  was 
poxed  ?  The  Reply  he  made  you  was  this, 
Charles ,  how  can  you  have  the  Impudence  to 
pay  Vifits  to  a  certain  Lady,  when  you  know 
you  are  poxed  ?  You  anfwered,  fhe  knows  I  am 
poxed.  So  far  from  my  faying  you  was  poxed, 
that  it  was  the  Chit-Chat,  and  Tea-Table  Talk

Do  not  bring  railing  Accufations  againft  in¬ 
nocent  People,  but  pafs  your  Time  in  Prayer 
and  Pluiniliation  before  that  great  Being  you

Read  Wifeman  and  Lurner^  who  are  the 
beft  Writers  we  have  upon  the  Venereal 
Dileafe,  and  they  will  tell  you  ;  and  as  you  are 
quite  a  Stranger  to  our  Englijh  Hiftory,  I  will 
mention  to  you  one  Way  of  giving  the  Pox  that 
they  have  forgot;  and  by  the  by,  Sir,  I  re¬ 
commend  to  you  the  Study  of  the  Englijh 
Hiftory,  the  Knowledge  of  which  you  will  rind 
a  greater  Accomplifhment  for  a  young  Gen¬ 
tleman,  than  the  frequenting  of  Brothels  and 

Bawdy- 
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Bawdy-LIoufes.  Lord  Herbert ,  in  his  Life  of 
Henry  VIII.  in  the  Articles  of  Impeachment

I  have  not  had  the  greated  Succefs  in  every 
Branch  of  Surgery. 

You  very  well  know  that  you  have  been  a 
mod:  bitter  and  defperate  Enemy  of  mine,  ever 
fince  I  cured  that  good  Man,  and  worthy 
Magiftrate,  the  late  Mr.  Alderman  Manwaring ,
